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Ir'is a difficule matter by {urveying the ruines 
to compute the number of houſes burn'd and de- 
_ moliſhed, bur by a general cſtimare: they are ima- 
gined to. be near a thouſand, though I confeſs I 
- cannot gueſs them to be above five or fix hun= 
dred, the vacancy of ground being. as I conceive 
about three hundred paces in length and near 
half that in breadth, on. moſt of which groundthe 
houſes ſtood very: thick, | 


Thus in the ſpace of. twenty hours has this fierce 
and terrible fire impoveriſh'd ſome hundreds of 

families , who had all their ſubſtance ſwept:away 
- in:-a moment,'and many of. them expoſed to the 
kindneſs of their friends or-the charity. of ſtrang- 
 ers.; but how it began remains as yer Joubeful'; : 
the very next-neighbours knowing nothing of ir, 
- and though the Reader may expe to have his 
curiofity ſatisfied in this particular, I. ſhall not at- 
tempt to traduce one man to pleaſure another ; 
howſoever it came about , I am ſure it was an: 
Omnipotent hand that ſuffered. it, and therefore 
as thoſe poor ſouls that 'are undone by it, cannor- 
bur find pitty from the good, {o 1 hope they will- | 
meet” with relicf from-che wealthy, whom- never- 
theleſs I caution to. beware.-of Vagabonds '; thar: 
wander the countrey- under the pretence of- being. 
_ ruin'd thereby,though no way concern'd therein.-.- 
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
